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‘ASSEMBLY FACES DANGEROUS ISSUE 
/OF VETO WHEN IT OPENS SESSIONS

# Foreign Affairs Analyst 
The most dangerous issue— 

and the most difficult—which 

the assembly of the United Na- 


tions faced as it begins its new 
sessions tomorrow is that of 
| the veto by means of which any 
one of the big five (Russia, Brit- 
ain, France, China and the U.S.) 
can kill a majority decision in 
the security council. 

Thus far the peace organiza- 
tion has been rendered virtually 
impotent by Russia's persistent 
employment of this paralyzing 
power which was adopted or- 
iginally as a necessary safe- 
guard but was intended for use 
only in extreme emergencies. 
Continuation of this situation 
must ultimately mean the death 
of the U.N. as at present con- 
stituted. 

These Soviet tactics of obstruc- 
tion have coincided with Moc- 
cow’s launching of the world 
revolution for the spread of 
communism, and have been dup- 
licated by similar tactics in al- 


lied councils in Europe. The 
result is that peace and eco- 
nomic recovery have been sty- 
mied—-and it’s significant that 


turmoil and hard times provide 
the soil in which communism 
thrives. 

A recent report turned out 
by American congressional and 
state department cooperation, 
for use of congressional com- 
mittees in Europe, says the Rus- 
sians are the ‘principal obstruc- 
tionists’ in the allied control 
council in Berlin. The report 
states that Eastern Germany 
(under Russian occupation) is 
“well on the way to being So- 
vietized’’, and says the ‘‘sus- 
picion is now possible that the 
U.S.S.R. covets Austria in order 
to isolate Czechoslovakia, and 
penetrate Italy and Germany, 
as well as other parts of West- 
ern Europe, with communist 
politics and economics.” Given 
a little more hunger, declared 
the statement, the communists 
could dominate France, Italy 
and Greece.

Russia 


(Crucial Session 
Of Assembly To 
(Open Tomorrow 


NEW YORK (/) —-The United 
States indirectly challenged Rus- 
sia today to cooperate with the 
United Nations or face a world 
judgment that none can veto. 

The challenge was couched in 
meaningful 
and came 


diplomatic language 
as an array of world 
leaders converged on New York 
for the opening tomorrow of a 
crucial session of the United Na- 
tions assembly. 

Obviously refering to Russia’s 
use of the veto in the security 
council, Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall said in an address 
yesterday that members of the 
United Nations “have by no means 
exhausted the potentialities of the 
charter in finding ways and means 
of overcoming obstruction and of 
meeting their common problems.” 

“We find it difficult to believe,” 
he said, ‘that members of the 
organization would deliberately 
seek to destroy its structure by 
persistence in acts of aggression 
or by obstruction of a nature to 
paralyze the principal organs of 
the organization.” 

Moral Judgment 

At Tarrytown, N. Y., John Fos- 
ter Dulles, a member of the U. 8S. 
delegation to the United Nations 
assembly, said that every govern- 
ment now realizes “if it goes 
against a strong prevailing moral 
judgment it may suffer grevious 
penalties.” 

In Baltimore, U. N. Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie said it was not 
the big powers but the former 
colonial peoples who perhaps are 
the greatest potential threats to 
world peace. 

Although Marshall did not di- 
rectly mention Russia during his 
speech to the American associa- 
tion for the United Nations, he 
did single out her satellites and 
obviously had the Soviet Union 
in mind as he referred time and 
again to “obstruction” in the se- 
curity council, where. Russia has 
exercised 18 vetos.

loan was frozen Aug. 20.
